Pecuniary Claims Outstanding for 
Years on Fair Way to Adjustment 
—Great Britain and the United 
States Reaching an Agreement on 
Many Vexed Questions, Many of 
Them of Long Standing. 
Washington.—The principle of arbi- 

tration of international disputes in 

so far.ps its upplication to the United 

States and Great Britain is concerned

claims existing between the United 

States and Great Britain, and t

This conference was de- 
voted to questions relating primarily 
to phraseology. 
cial quarters that the treaty is all but 
completed and the administration is 
confident it will be finished in time 
for submission to the senate for rati- 
fication for the present session. 

The pecuniary claims to be arbitrat- 
ed aggregate several million dollars. 
Some of them are long standing, even 
antedating the war of 1812, — while 
many more grew out of the Philip- 
pines war. Others relate to fisheries 
and the Fiji Islands. This arbitration 
will be the second under the general 
arbitration treaty of 1908 between 
America and England. The first sub- 


ject tuken under that convention be-| 


ing the North Atlantic fisheries dis- 
pute which was settled by The Hague 
tribunal last summer. 


Dreadnoughts Doomed 


London.—The approaching doom of | 


the battleship Dreadnought, and sup- 
erdreadnought type has become a live 
question in British naval circles in 
which Sir Philip Watts, admiralty 
director of naval construction, is cred- 
ited with having designed already an 
entirely new type of fighting ship. 
Next year’s naval programme an- 
ticipates the retention of the all 


big gun principle, but it is believed | 


that the ship will be coniderably 
smaller in displacement, averaging be- 
tween 17,000 and 18,000 tons. It is e 

pected that the new type will be su- 
perior to the present battleships in 
fighting in shallow waters, and 


though the fact that it will not offer | 


such a fine target for the enemy as 
the Dreadnoughts now in commission, 
the armament of the new type will be 
the same as the present monsters. 
Through the combination of tur- 
bine and reciprocating engines, it is 
expected that the new battleships

Major R. A. Marriott Says That 
| Climatic Conditions Have Under- 
| gone Remarkable Change 

London.—‘Why We May Expect 
Warmer Winters,” is the comforting 
|title of a pamphlet published by 
| Major R, A. Marriott. 
| “Capt. Scott,” writes Major Mar- 
jriott, ‘on his return from the Antarc- 
‘tic expedition, emphasized the rapid- 
| ity with which the south polar ice was 
retreating. It is a well-known fact 
tia in the northern regions a similar 
condition of things is taking place. 

“In Canada certain lands bordering 
on the north have been hitherto re- 
ported too ice-bound for agricultural 
j operations, but large tracts have now 
}been found to present favorable cli- 
matic conditions owing to some 
change that has taken place. 

“Tceland now belies its name, for in 
1910, there was no 
snow and scarcely any frost.” 

Major Marriott suggests that the 
change is due to the diminishing obli- 
| quity of the earth’s axis. 

* In two diagrams he depicts the world 
at different stages of its history, first 
in the year 1354, B.C., when the globe 
swung at an inclination of 35 degrees. 
The polar regions then occupied a far 
greater extent than they do today, 
and the glacial epoch was reigning 
{over the earth. he other diagram 
shows the present obliquity of 23 de- 
grees, with the polar regions consid- 
erably shrunken, 

“The year 2205 A.D.,” continues 
| Major Marriott, “marks the apex of 
{the genial period, when the contrast 
between summer and winter will be 
least. This year is only 385 years 
| ahead of us, and we might reasonably 
}expect each century of approach to 
}show some slight modification of 
| climate.”

MANY MEN REQUIRED 


SHORTAGE: OF HARVEST HANDS 
18 CAUSING ALARM 


At Least 10,000 Men Will Be Required 
to Garner Crop in Western Canada 
—Men Needed at Once to Harvest | 
the Fall Wheat and Hay in Alberta 
—Hay Crop in Alberta Reported to 
be Exceptional This Year. 


Winnipeg.—The Tribune gathers 
from a number of official and semi- 
official sources that the situation in 
regard to the harvesters is even 
worse than was reported a few days 
ago. It was then stated on the au- 
thority of J. Bruce Walker, commis- 
sioner of immigration, that at least 
10,000 men would be required in addi- 
tion to the regular help employed to 
garner the crop of the three western 
provinces. Facts and figures show 
that this estimate is very conserva- 
tive. Men have to be got into these 
provinces at once to harvest the fall 
wheat and hay. 

Fall wheat, which is mostly grown 
in Alberta, has not hitherto been a 
fuctor. Last fall, however, Turkey 
Red was seeded to a vastly increased 
acreage, and its yield this year will 
pass all records, It will be a bumper. 
It is now beginning to turn color and} 
in a day or two the binders will be 
humming around it. 

Added to this the hay crop in. the 
west this year will be extraordinarily 
heavy. Sloughs that in ordinary 
years have been dry are now filled up 
and at present show as fine a belt of 
prairie grass as even the most ambi- 
tious rancher may wish to see. It will 
be cut at once, two weeks earlier than 
usual, 

Since the lamentable failure of 
range cattle two years ago and in 
keeping with the remarkable rise in 
the value of winter feed the world 
over this hay crop has a peculiar sig- 
nificance and many farmers are ar- 
ranging to bale a surplus supply. 

All this requires farm labor from 
the outside and these men must be 
obtained at once. Railroads do not 
seem to be alive to their obligations 
in this regard. There is talk of get- 
ting mon from the south and from 
England as well as drawing on the 
regular supply in Eastern Canada. 
But men are wanted today and from 
now on a regular stream is necessary 
daily to supply the needs of the farm- 
ers,

ROYALTY IN DUBLIN 


THEIR MAJESTIES RECEIVED 


ROYAL WELCOME 


King George and Queen Mary Greeted 
by the Irish Populace—There Was 
No Civic Welcome Extended, but 
Greeting Was Nevertheless Cordial 
—His Majesty Replies to Address 
of Welcome. 

Dublin.—King George and Queen 
Mary received an enthusiastic wel- 
come when they landed. in the state 
barge at Kingstown and touched Irish 
soil for the first time. A vast crowd 
thronged the wharves and ¢heer after 
cheer went up as Lord and Lady Ab- 


erdeen greeted their Royalties, while 
the fleet thundered its welcome from 
the bay. ‘ 

Besides the King and Queen were 
the Prince of Wales, the 
Mary, the Duke of Connaught and a 
brilliant staff. As their majesties 
stepped ashore, the chairman of the 
Kingstown council, presented an ad- 
dress to which the king replied in 
these words: 

“I and the queen hastened our visit 
to the Irish people, in whose welfare 
our interest is deep and abiding.” 

This brief speech was received with 
great cheering and was taken as an 
indication of the king’s good will to- 
wards Ireland. The king then inspect- 
ed the Naval Guard of Honor. The 
queen and Princess Mary, and their 
purty was presented with beautiful 
bouquets, after which the party enter- 
ed the state landau and drove through 
cheering crowds on their way to Dub- 
lin. No official civic welcome greeted 
their majesties upon their arrival in 
Dublin, the news of the row in the 
city council over the manner of the 
king’s welcome having reached his 
majesty’s ears and caused him to 
send word that Lord Mayor Farrell's 
presence would be embarrassing. 

Lord Mayor Farrell insisted that he 
would welcome their majesties in the 
name of the city and this resulted in 
such a row in the Dublin city coun- 
cil that the council had taken steps 
to remove the mayor should he per- 
sist in his.attitude. This action and 
the wishes of the king kept the Lord 
Mayor from being present at the wel- 
coming exercises but he was present 
later at Trinity College as a member 
of the reception committee of that in- 
stitution.

American Speakers and writers Say 
We Must Get Reciprocity Now 
or Give it up Forever 


“Now or never’ is the slogan of 
the Reciprocity protagonist in the 
United States, President Taft ex- 
pressed this belief in his famous 
speech to the New York newspaper- 
men when he said: “The forces which 
are at work in England and in Can- 
jada to separate her by a Chinese wall 
from the United States, and to make 
her part of an imperial commercial 
band reaching from England around 
the world to England again by a 
system of preferential tariffs, will de- 
rive an impetus from the rejection of 


this treaty, and if we would have 
| reciprocity with all the advantages 
that I have described, and that I 


earnestly and sincerely believe will 
follow its adoption, we must take it 
up now, or give it up forever.” 

Since President Taft has spoken 
many others have reiterated _ his 
words. The Boston Commercial Bul- 
letin declares :— 

“As Canada is undoubtedly destin- 
ed to make as big industrial strides 
in the future as in the past decade, 
it is evident that with the lapse of 
| time she will become less and less 
| desirious of renewing negotiations 
| with the United States, The time, 
therefore, has come for us to strike. 
Shall we let the opportunity pass?” 

Commenting on this utterance The

“This is another way of saying that 
if we are going to cheat Canada in 
a Free Trade reciprocity dicker we 
had best do it right now, because, 
if we wait too long, Canada will get 
her eyes open and refuse to be cheat- 
ed.

Still more marked is the increase in 
the marine department. In 1886 the 
CP.R. fleet consisted of two steam- 
ers on the Great Lakes. Today, it 
has fleets on many waters. Its red| 


and white checkered house flag floats 
over sixteen Atlantic liners, four 
Pacific liners, twenty-two steamers 
on the Pacific Coast service, five on 
the Great Lakes service, twenty-two 
on the inland waters of British Co- 
lumbia, and two in the ferry service 
on the Detroit river—a total of 71 
vessels—and this number will be in- 
creased by the building of several 
new steamships for the ocean service 
and by the acquisition of the Do- 
minion Atlantic railway and_ its 
steamships.

CANADA’S GOLD IMPORT. 


| They Mean a Heavy Influx of Capital 
For Development. 

During May no less than $8,200,000 
worth of gold was shipped from New 
York to Canada, though the total 
shipments for this year are only $10,- 
050,000. At certain periods of the year 
this would indicate a money strain in 
Canada. For example, the movement 
of Canada’s large crops every fall is 
| preceded by a withdrawal of the Cana- 

dian chartered banks’ funds held in 
| New York, 

But the reason of the gold move- 
ment in May is one which proves 
gratifying to Canadians, says Fred. W. 
Field in The Toronto Star Weekly. It 
was due to the heavy investments of 
British and foreign capital in the 
Dominion. Many of these investments 
Tequire exchange operations. There 
are no adequate facilities for handling 
foreign exchange in Canada, with the 
result that the sale of exchange in 
New York against heavy credits in 
Europe placed: large balances with the 
Canadian agents in New York. 

The word exchange in finance refers 
to the payment of an obligation in 
one place by the transfer of a credit 
from another place. By this opera- 
tion the obligation is discharged with- 
out the direct borrowing of money. 
The exchange itself is an order ob- 
tained in one place for the payment 
of money in another place. There is 
really no practical difference between 
a bill of exchange and a draft, The 
term bill of exchange is usually er 
plied to an order for money payable 
in a foreign country, whereas the term’ 
draft is applied to an order payable 
within the country of its origin, 

‘ne rates for New York exchange 
at Montreal have been unusually low, 
lower than the gold shipping point. 
| Even at the then prevailing low rates 
at Montreal, New York exchange was 
scarcely saleable there, and the banka 
found it more advantageous to ship 
the real gold rather than to transact 
“paper” business. 

We have been drawing large sums 
of new capital from Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Holland, and other 
European countries, many of the ne- 
gotiutions respecting which have been 
undertaken at New York. From the 
British investor alone, the Dominion 
has obtained, since January, through 
the medium of public flotationg offered 
in the London market, immense sums 
oi money, 

The New York shipments of gold 
represented a transier to Canada of 
part of tnis capital. 

In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that we have obtained enor- 
mous sums of new capital ia the past 
few years trom abroad. 

The May borrowing by Canada in 
London was very heavy, as is seen in 
the gold shipment figures and the ac- 
tual loans, and there are signs that the 
Dominion may again receive a check 
to its borrowing operations overseas 
from prominent tinancia!l houses there. 
During the summer of 1909, it will be 
remembered that Canada’s demands 
for British capital became so numer- 
ous that the leading underwriters in- 
terested in Canadian enterprises agre- 
ed not to undertake any new flota- 
tions of the Dominion for a period of 
several months. The effect was to 
stop the flow of British capital to Can- 
ada through its principal channel, 
Canadian bankers in London will pro- 
bably advise that some caution in this 
respect is necessary. 

The gold shipments to Canada in 
May were, as we have seen, caused 
by the continuous flow of capital into 
this country, a cause which might be 
traced to many financial and com- 
mercial happenings throughout the 
Dominion in these days. 


One of Earl Grey's Tales. 


At a recent meeting of the Aberdeen 
Association, an organization for the 

urpose of supplying new settlers or 
homesteaders in isolated localities with 
suitable literature, His Excellency 
Earl Grey told a humorous anecdote 
of his own experience in library mis-

When the Governor-General visited 
the northern part of Western Canada 
two years ago, he called on a lonely 
family of Swedes dwelling on the 
banks of the Yukon river miles away 
from the nearest settler. On his re- 
turn to Ottawa, Earl Grey had some 
reading matter sent up to the isolated 
foreign settlers. 

It takes missives a long time to 
travel down from parts of the north 
country, and it was only a short time 
ago that an acknowledgment of the 
books was received. It had been la- 
bogiously penned by the mother of 
the Swedish family, who expressed 
deep gratitude, and said she had been 
enabled to give her most recent 
daughter a beautiful name from one of 
the books, 

“For her first name,” wrote the 
thankful parent, ‘I have called her 
Aurora; for the second name, Bore, 
and for the third name, Alis.’’—Satur- 
day Night.

During all those years the 
qualities of a prince, who was 
acknowledged as the most AUT Af 
tleman in Europe, were reflected in 
the courtesy, the patience, and the 
tact of his servant. The barony which 
Lord Knoylls holds was conferred in 
the year of the late King’s corona- 
tion.

@ grant of arms, and the record of his 
peerage contains this entry: “The 
stamp duty on this peerage patent 
was remitted” — a reminder of the 
faithful services for which the peerage 
was bestowed,

MORMON COMMUNIT.ES. 


“Saints” In Western Canada Have 
Remarkable Villages.

Raymond alone 
is not four-square, but starts from a 
centre from which the streets diverge 
like tne rau.i of a circle. “uy innigat 
went to Paris,” Mr. Stirling Williams 
explained, “and came bacx with dit- 
ferent notions.” 

The church organization and gov- 
erument 18 tound vil the most Wonuer- 
tul system and ramifications, coher- 
ent and far-reaching. Vaik about pat- 
ernalism! ‘Talk avout the German 
army! ‘the Mormon Church is a theo- 
cratic goverument wherein the mem- 
bers enjoy a quite abridged liberty 
in novel contentment; it is an abso- 
lute monarchy resting ostensibly upon 
the consent of the governed. Mr. 
Card had planned to go to Mexico— 
tne Churei sent him to Canada, Mr. 
isrumwell had @ iuture across the bor- 
der—the Church suddenly ordered him 
to Canada. A young man is busy over 
his affairs. He is sent on a mission 
to lurkey, where his father supports 
nim, or nis brother, or even his wife, 
by becoming a bvok agent, or clerk- 
ing in a general store. “We go volun- 
tarily,’’ tney hastened to assure me; 
“do not think there is any compul- 
sion.” “But why are you willing?’ 1 
asked, and received the old answer of 
revelation and tue spirit directing the 
ueads of the Church. 

What is the connection between the 
Moyaon Church in Canada and the 
Caurch in Utuh? The Canadian terri- 
tory is treated exactly as if it were 
part of Utah. Under the president, 
councillors, apostles and other ofticers 
ot the Sainineae are the quorums 
of elders andi quoruins of teachers, and 
the quorum of deacons. Where the 
quorums are is called a Stake. In 
Canada there are two Stakes, the Al- 
berta Stake, extending from Spring 
Coulee to the international boundary, 
and the Taylor Stake, including tue 
territory north from Spring Coulee. 

The order is duplicated through the 
Stakes and througn every auxiliary or- 

anization. There is the Stake presi- 
dent and his two councillors, tne quor- 
um of twelve, called the High Council, 
the quorum of seventy, the quoruma of 
eidera and priests, teachers and dea- 
cons. In the two Canadian Stakes are 
twenty-three wards, eagh again w.th a 
separate and complete organization 
from a bishop and two councillors 
down to the deacons again, all the 
Ward organizations being under the 
immed.ate supervision of the Stake 
presidency. Boys from twelve to fif- 
teen years of age are deacons, from 
fifteen to eighteen teachers, from eigh- 
teen to twenty-one priests, and from 
twenty-one upwards elders. Eight 
years, with the training and teaching 
given, is considered ao sufficiently ma- 


ing and experience of faith and repent- 
ance. Baptism is by immersion and 
the laying on of hands for the Holy 
Spirit. 

This habit, though, of opening and 
closing everything with prayer, pro- 
duces occasionally a funny effect. 1 
heard of a council meeting in Magrath 
which had been scrappy throughout 
the hours until twelve, nobody had 
agreed with anybody else and not one 
motion had been carried. And the 
voicer of the closing prayer did not 
even smile when he found himself 
thanking the Lord for the spirit that 
had prevailed throughout the even- 
ing. 


What Did the Chauffeur Say? 

The chauffeur of a prominent To- 
ronto business man tells a good story 
concerning an occasion when his ex- 
pectations didn’t by any means come 
true. Several years ago he was one 
of a number of chauffeurs who were 
taking from Hamilton to Toronto a 
number of delegates to a Y.M.C.A.

LAND OF IDEAL CLIMATE, 


Province of Alberta Not Cold and 
Bleak as Many Imagine. 


Eighteen hours of sunshine, bri!- 
liant, life-giving sunshine, tempered 
by a delicious, cool breeze from the 
Pacific. That’s what constitutes the 
longest day in Alberta, the Canadian 
province which lies at latitude 53 
degrees 30 minutes, far above New. 
foundland, above the island of Anti- 
costi, more than twice as far north 
of Montreal or Halifax. N.8., as Hali- 
fax is north of New York. It lies 
level with the foot of Hudson Bay 
and nearly to the middle of Labrador. 

“But one is wrong in supposing 
that it must be very cold up there,” 
writes Albert Jay Nock. “TI spent a 
midwinter week in Edmonton, the 
capital, 300 mi‘es north of the inter- 
national boundary and wore the 
same weight of clothes that IT had 
been wearing in the springlike cli- 
mate of the coast. 

“T drove in an automobile all the 
afternoon of the 11th of February 
with but a jight overcont. There 
was perhans half an inch of snow, 
and the wind was light and warm 
The railwnvs do not keen any snow- 
plowa at Edmonton and the houses 
are not even fitt d with double win- 
dows. 

“Marvelous influence of the Pacific 
winds und currents. Two hundred 
miles north and west in the Peace 
river country and in a broad strip 
lying across Alberta north of the 
Lesser S'aveo the climate is milder 
than at Edmonton. The mountains 
are lower and admit the ocean air 
unchilled 

“The isothermal tines published on 
the Government maps are an inter. 
esting study. E'tmonton and the 
whole region northwest to Fort Simp- 
son average 259 days in the year 
when the thermometer is above the 
freezing point. 

“Summer nights in Edmonton give 
only about two hours and a half of 
actual darkness, One can easily rend 
fine print by daylight at 10.30. Ball 
games begin at 730. Canadians ca!) 
this province ‘Sunny Alberta,’ and 
they are right. Summer or winter, a 
cloud in the skv iy rare enough to 
attract attention.”

He is fond of lecturing to sci- 
entific people and analyzing intricate 
scientific problems for magazines, Just 
the other day, the Royal Society chose 
him president. This august body of 
Canadian litterateurs and scientists 
hive just completed their annual d+- 
liberations at Ottawa, where, amony 
other things at this meeting, they 
passed a resolution for state-owned 
cables in British territory, fathered b 
Sir Sandford Fleming, to be forward-

Fur Supply. 

At the recent Loudon sales tiger 
skins were neglected, of the 82 skins 
Offered only turee being sold. 

Japanese skins met with almost no 
favor, marten and tox skins remained 
unsold and only 1,500 mink skins out 
of 13,491 tound buyers. 

Only 3,260 real and bastard chin- 
chilla skins were offere., the supply 
is steadily decreasing, the demand was 
good and October, 1910, prices were 
realized, 

Only 61 Falkland Island seal skins 
were offered; they sold readily, Lobos 
Island fur seal skins, 2,997, the first 
offered in a l.ttle over two yeara, 
brought high prices. 

About 10,000 suble skins are market- 
ed each winter in Nicolaevsk, Siberia, 
at $10 to $50 each. The number, how- 
ever, is decreasing, but it is difficult 
to say whether from the animals bein, 
exterminated or from the failure o 
the hunters to slay them, The hunt- 
bs of sables is entirely by natives. 

uring a ‘good season about 1,000 
red fox skins at an average of $4 to 
$5 each are sold in the saine city of 
Siberia. The black fox is scarce, 
about 10 skigs being obtained annual- 
ly, bringing $100 to $:50 each. Tar 
skins are plenti.ul, but owing to the 
religion of the natives the heads and 
claws are always removed and conse- 
quently the hides are of little value, 
selling for $7.50 to $10 each. 


Manchester Free Lunches, 

Manchester once claimed pre-emin- 
ence as the free lunch city. In most 
of the popular bars in the business 
quarter free meals were provided {rom 
11.89 till 1 o'clock. Hot-pot, Welsh 
rabbit, srusage and mushed potatoes 
regularly appeared on the bill of fare, 
in addition to @!scuits and cheese; 
and some of the big hotls laid out 
a substantial meal, hot soups, salmon 
when in season, a cold ham or a cold 
sirloin, of which the customer could 
eat his fill tor the price of a glass of 
beer.
